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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Alsager  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1964. 

Our  estimated  population  now  stands  at  9130  which  is  an  increase  of 
420.  Last  year  the  increase  in  population  was  400. 

A further  134  private  dwellings  were  completed  as  compared  with 
136  last  year. 

These  hard  facts  on  population  and  houses  do  not  make  the  problems 
of  Sewage  and  Refuse  Disposal  any  easier.  It  was  emphasized  in  the 
Annual  Report  last  year  how  serious  these  problems  are  and  how  urgent  their 
solution  is.  These  points  are  forcibly  stressed  by  Mr.  Jamieson  in  his 
section  of  the  report  and  I would  like  to  add  my  weight  to  them. 

There  was  no  undue  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year, 
Measles  still  being  one  of  our  biggest  problems.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in 
the  near  future  the  measles  vaccine  will  be  made  generally  available. 

The  new  Clinic  in  Sandbach  Road  South  was  completed  during  the  year  and 
in  advance  of  the  official  opening  we  began  to  use  the  building  in  August 
1964.  It  is  really  a magnificent  building  and  is  much  appreciated  by  all 
who  have  occasion  to  use  it. 

Already  we  have  been  able  to  expand  our  services  by  providing  a 
special  session  for  immunization  and  the  new  Dental  Clinic  gives  a range 
of  services  to  school  children  and  infants  not  previously  available  in 
Alsager. 

I would  like  to  thank  our  G'lerk,  Mr.  Heap  once  more  for  his  courtesy 
and  assistance  during  the  course  of  my  duties.  I work  closely  with 
Mr.  Jamieson  and  I am  grateful  to  him  indeed  for  all  his  help  and 
particularly  for  the  contribution  he  has  made  to  this  report.

, The  increase  in  attendances  is  a reflection  of  the  increase  in 
population  and  also  because  we  have  more  attractive  premises. 

The  expansion  in  the  Infant  Welfare  Service  nationally  is  a 
post  war  phenomenon.  This  has  occurred  despite  the  fact  that  a universal 
free  medical  service  from  general  practitioners  has  been  available  since  1948. 

More  and  more  mothers  find  it  valuable  and  rewarding  to  attend  our  clinics 
for  a variety  of  reasons.  If  the  child  is  ill  the  parent  calls  in  or  goes 
to  see  her  own  family  doctor.  She  brings  the  child  to  the  Clinic  however 
when  it  is  well  with  the  object  of  discussing  its  progress  and  checking  on 
its  development..  She  has  an  opportunity  of  asking  a variety  of  questions 
both  from  the  nurse  and  the  doctor  and  not  the  least  important  is  the  social 
occasion  offered  of  meeting  other  mothers  and  sharing  experiences  over  a cup 
of  tea. 

In  this  connection  I would  like  once  more  to  thank  Mrs.  Allibone  and 
her  hard  working  band  of  workers  who  do  so  much  each  week  to  provide  not 
only  a happy  atmosphere  but  with  the  clerical  work,  weighing  and  the  sale  of 
foods.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  two  sewage  works  maintained  by  the  Council  are  situated  at  Day 
Green  and  Longview.  Additional  expansion  of  the  district  and  overloading  of 
Day  Green  works  have  become  very  acute. 
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A Ministerial  enquiry  took  place  in  respect  of  proposals  for  a new 
sewage  works  and  this  resulted  in  the  Minister  recommending  that  the  Council 
investigate  a new  site  for  this  works. 

This  again  has  unfortunately  retarded  progress  to  such  an  extent  that 
a complete  breakdown  of  this  service  could  take  place  at  any  time,  and  it  is 
therefore  imperative  that  the  Ministry,  Council  and  Consultants  should  treat 
this  matter  with  the  utmost  urgency. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A further  134  new  dwellings  were  erected  during  the  year,  but  the 
Council  still  maintained  a collection  of  slightly  over  eight  days.  The 
disposal  of  refuse  is  by  tipping  with  a limited  amount  of  control  and  this 
gives  rise  to  serious  complaints. 

To  improve  this  service  the  Council  have  communicated  with  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  with  a view  to  installing  a composting  plant 
in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  new  sewage  works.  This  proposal 
unfortunately  has  not  received  any  approval,  and  in  fact  a meeting  is  being 
arranged  between  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  to  give  this  matter  further 
consideration.  It  is  hoped  however,  that  as  in  the  case  of  sewage  disposal 
an  early  decision  and  action  will  be  taken  so  as  to  prevent  the  continual 
nuisance  arising  from  the  disposal  of  refuse. 

Food  and  Drugs 

Luring  this  period  58  visits  have  been  made  to  food  premises  and  there 
appears  to  be  a reasonable  standard  of  food  hygiene  observed  by  the  traders. 

It  was  however,  found  necessary  on  many  occasions  to  bring  to  the  attention 
of  the  traders  the  need  to  prevent  dogs  from  entering  into  food  premises. 

Luring  the  year  voluntary  surrender  has  taken  place  of  158  lbs.  of 
various  foods.
